Need for Moral Rearma- 
ment Noted in America, 
Britain, Lawrence Says

Washington — Thanksgiving day 


usually gives to public affairs a 
pause "in which to express grati- 
tude, and this year most of the 
messages seem to emphasize that 
Americans should be grateful that 
they do not live 
in 
totalitarian 


states. 


In the countries where Democ- 


racy remains, it is significant that 
a note of spiritual feeling is sound- 
ed more often now than in the 
years of prosperity and abundance. 
In America, the beginnings of a 
recognition of the need for "moral 
rearmament" are to be noted. But, 
in Great Britain, the movement has 
ieached

which 
are 


truly sensational. 


Thus, copies have just reached 


here of a public statement made on 
Armistice day which is unique in 
the boldness of its approach to the 
problem of moral improvement in 
the world. The signers of it are 
such men as the Earl of Athlone.

It implies first of 
all a change of heart Experience 
has proved that such a change can 
take place and that it comes to 
those who turn from judging oth- 
ers and their systems to a sense o:

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Latest U. S.Battleships Need 


Modernization, Admiral Says 


BY RAYMOND CLAPPER 


Washington—At this time when naval defense becomes of first na- 


tional Importance, the report of Admiral William D. Leahy, chief of naval 
operations, reveals neglect of urgent modernization of a number ot our 
battleships. 
, . 
. 
Plenty of attention has been directed in the last year toward the need 


of additional battleships and" appropriations weie 
made for a start. Equally important, however, is that 
existing battleships and other unjts of the fViet oe 
provided with the latest equipment and improve- 
ments, to keep pace with developments, particularly 
those in the air. This was neglected "in the last session 
of congress and little additional modernization is be- 
ing undertaken this year. 


Admiral Leahy's report, which covers the condition 


of the navy, up to July 1 of this year, points our num- 
erous instances of neglect, owing to lack of funds. 
Changes, which he describes as "urgent" and esti- 
mated to cost about $37.600,000 remain uncompleted, 
covering all types of vessels. 


One thing much needed is damage control, involv- 


ing gastight work on battleships. This program re- 


Bsymond Clapper mains unauthorized. Our five latest battleships, the 
Colorado, Maryland. West Virginia, California and Tennessee, have not 
been modernized. The minimum cost would be §22,000,000. 


Improvement needed include heavier deck armor for protection aeainst 


air bombing, improved anti-aircraft, and side blisters for greater protec- 
tion from torpedoes. These are all regarded by naval officers as 'mpor- 
tant defensive measures. While all' 
five battleships are first rate sr-oot- 
ers, defense protection is necessary 
to insure greater ability to r»rnain 
in action during an engagement. 


Three battleships—the New York. 


Texas and Arkansas—need not only 
extensive damage control altera- 
tions, but installations of 5-inci r.a- 
ti-aircraft batteries. The New York, 
Texas and Oklahoma, to be prepar- 
ed for war service, must have their 
engines replaced by turbines, Ad- 
miral Leahy says.

Such modernization is being held 


in abeyance in order to start new 
construction. Yet there seems no 
reason to neglect putting existing 
battleships into first class fighting 
condition.

Two additional battleships begun in 
the last year are important but it is 
equally important' that the five 
latest battleships already in com- 
mission be equipped as well as 
possible.

FATHER COUGHLIN SPEAKS AGAIN 


Father Coughlin spoke over the radio 


last Sunday upon the subject of Jewry. 


As printed in the Detroit papers his ad- 


dress is divided into two parts, first the 
claim that the Jews are responsible for 
Communism and second, that their present 
day wrongs have been dramatized by% them 
to a high pitch and with the result of un- 
fairly crowding out of a picture of the 
world's helpless many others who suffer 
as greatly or even more so. 


The address will be viewed in many 


places as a chilly douche coming at a 
time when all religious elements in the 
country had set aside a day of prayer for 
all persecuted peoples but if the propriety 
of the address he conceded all must nec- 
essarily fall back upon a determination of 
the truth or falsity of the facts which 
Father Coughlin presents in order to make 
a just appraisal. 


The Detroit priest says that Jews were 


dominant in the Communist party in Rus- 
sia in 1917 and that as late as three years 
ago 56 members of the party's central 
committee of 59 were Jews and the three 
others were married to Jewesses. 
That 


would make it look very much like Pal- 
estine. 


But the nnn-sedarian Anti-Nazi League 


upon learning of Father Coughlin's charge 
immediately issued a statement that it was 
incorrect.

cating the Emergency Board order. 


Since the legislature seerningly granted 


the Emergency Board authority to do what 
it has done some legitimale basis may be 
found for the Governor's action, but it 
might have been a fairer and more just 
procedure to call the Emergency Board to- 
gether for the purpose of rescinding a 
move that is not setting very well with 
the people.

automatic. The moment the conscious, directing mind of the child is cff 
duty the hand goes to the mouth, or to whatever movement it is accus- 
tomed to making, and the thing is in full swing once more.

Indians Around Plymouth 
INDIANS AROUND PLYMOUTH 


The Pilgrims were the first Eng- 


l*h settlers in New England, but 
they were not the first who had 
any dealings with the Indians. 
Years before, a sailing vessel had 
visited the coast about 200 miles 
north of Plymouth. 


That explains how the. Indian 


named Samoset happened to know 
a few English words. He had visit- 
ed with English fishermen aboard 
the sailing vessel. 


Chief Massasoit, as portrayed in 


bronze statue at Plymouth. 
We are told that when Samoset 


first came to the little colony, he 
called out two words of greeting 
—"Welcome. Englishmen!" What 
a fine greeting that was! Here was 
a small band of people who had 
come to settle in a wilderness, and 
here was an Indian who tried to 
make them feel welcome. 


Samoset seems to have been a 


member of, the Abnaki tribe, and 
his real homeland was around the 
present city of Bristol, Maine. For 
a reason not known, he had wan- 
dered to the Cape Cod country, 
and had been there about eight 
months 
before the Pilgrims ar- 


rived. The meaning of the name 
Samoset has been given as "He 
who walks too much." 


Another 
Indian 
friend of the 


Pilgrims was Squanto. a member 
of the Wampanoag tribe. He not 
only 
visited 
them, but 
taught 


them how to plant Indian corn, or 
maize. Crops of this grain helped 
to keep the colonists from starv- 
ing. 


One day Samoset and Squanto 


came to Plymouth together, and 
said, "Massasoit, the chief of the 
Wampanoags, is coming to see 
you!" 
- Soon afterward, Massasoit came, 
and with him 60 warriors. Their 
visit was a friendly one, and good 
words were exchanged. 


As fine a feast as the Pilgrims 


could afford was set before the 
Indians. Afterward a treaty of 
peace was made. "As long as I 
live," said Massasoit, "I will not 
let any of my people harm you." 


Massasoit lived for 41 years 


after that visit, and he kept his 
promise. 
The 
Wampanoags re- 


mained friends all the time they 
were ruled by their good chief. 


After the corn crop was gather- 


ed 
in 
1621, Governor Bradford 


set aside a day of "thanks-giving." 
Massasoit and his warriors were 
invited to come to the feast. 


The event is known as "the 


First Thanksgiving." although har- 
vest feasts of one kind or another 
had 
been 
held 
many times in 


Europe. Massasoit and about 80 
Indians attended it. With them 
they brought turkeys and venison. 
The feasting was carried on out- 
of-doors. It lasted three days, not 
just a single day.

It is 
now 12.5 per cent of the stale farm 
income and is second in farm in- 
come, being above the income from 
hogs, he continued.
